Arlington Heights Board 
Moves for 40-Foot Pav­ 
ing of State Road 


TO CALL TAGLESS 
CARS TO STATION 


Difficult to Maintain Services 
and 
Ordinances 
Under 
Present 
Conditions 


All who can pay their water hills 
in Arlington H eights in these hard 
tim es, are being insistently remind­ 
ed that they must do so, it w as e x ­ 
plained Monday 
in 
the Village 
board by the chairman of the W ater 
com inittee, Mr. O. G. Barrett. 


A t the regular m eeting of the 
board last Monday night Mr. Bar­ 
rett reported that practically $1,000 
of the last quarter’s w ater bills are 
still unpaid. 
It w as the expressed 
attitude of the chairman that the 
bills of the water departm ent are 
a good deal like those sent out by 
a grocery store— if the grocer lets 
his goods go out and does not get 
the money for them , there comes a 
tim e when there are no more gro­ 
ceries to put on the shelves. 
The 
w ater departm ent must see that the 
bills are met, for they must have 
the money in order to pump more 
water. 


The attitude, however, is to be 
very lenient on 
the unemployed; 
and just so far as possible, the w a­ 
ter com m ittee is 
furnishing em ­ 
ploym ent m aking it 
possible for 
those unfortunate ones to work out 
their water bills. 
To a few , par­ 
ticularly those unable to work, as 
is the case of some of the widows 
with fam ilies, the w ater departm ent 
is extending the same courtesy to 
them that the R elief com m ittee is 
extending.

The Rev. G. H. Stanger, a former 
pastor 
of St. Paul 
Evangelical 
Church in Barrington, 111., died at 
his home in Bensenville on Friday, 
July lo. He had lived in retire­ 
ment since 1935 as the result of a 
stroke which left him an invalid. 
, He was born in Belari, India, on 
November 2, 1853, the eldest child 
of the Rev. John H. Stanger, and 
his wife, Marie Victoria, who were 
missionaries in the service of the 
Basel Missionary 
Society in the 
Chattisgarh District on the Mala­ 
bar Coast. 
The Stangers left India in 1801. 
the father joining the Evangelical 
Synod and 
filling pastorates at 
Lippstadt, Mo., Nashville, and Ok­ 
awville, 111. 
Gottlieb H. Stanger 
prepared for the ministry’ at Elm­ 
hurst College and a t the Evangeli­ 
cal Seminary at Marthasville, Mo., 
and was ordained 
in 1870 at St. 
Louis. 


His first charge was at Faribault 
Minn., his last at Richton, 111. Hi 
was serving his forty-ninth year 
in the ministry when a stroke end­ 
ed his active labors and sent him. 
into retirement. He was pastor of 
St. Paul Evangelical Church, Bar­ 
rington, for about ten years. 
In 1878, the Rev. G. H. Stanger 
was united in marriage with Miss 
Emma Vche of Plum Grove, who 
preceded him in death by only 7 
weeks, and by whose side he was 
laid in the Evangelical cemetery at 
Palatine, on Monday, July 18, in 
the presence of numerous friends.
